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INTRODUCTION 


It is gratifying to be able to report that at the end of the period covered by this 
review, the new edition of the Centre’s guide to its holdings was in press and 
has now been published. A Guide to the Contemporary Medical Archives Centre 
(4th edition) replaces the 1991 edition and covers all the accessions in the 
CMAC acquired up to the end of 1994, with details of 362 archive collections, 
and 10 illustrations from the collections. A total of 1000 copies have been 
printed and the Guide costs £5. Work on compiling and checking the informa- 
tion in the Guide and updating many details has been very time-consuming, 
but we are pleased with the result and look forward to the information con- 
tained in the Guide being made available via the Library's computer system 


next year. 


Among the 49 accessions received during the year there are several of consider- 
able importance, and, as always, we are grateful to the many individuals and 
organizations who have given or deposited their archives or co-operated with the 
Centre in other ways. The acquisitions range considerably in size and scope 
from a single unpublished manuscript, such as that on alcohol dependence by 
Arroyave, to the extensive archive of the Chartered Society of Physiotherapy, 
which includes the records of predecessor bodies such as the Society of Trained 
Masseuses, established in 1895. The Institute’s Library holdings were augmented 
by the Society’s large book collection which was given at the same time. A more 
recently established body, whose archives will nevertheless be of interest to histo- 
rians, is the Patients’ Association which was established in 1963 to enable 
patients to obtain advice and support; the records include extensive correspon- 
dence. One of the more unexpected accessions offered to us was the proceedings 
of the Sigerist Society, founded in 1947 and named after Henry Sigerist, who 
admired the Russian approach to medical care. This Society was formed to 
enable doctors to discuss the theoretical and social aspects of medicine from a 
Marxist viewpoint. We very much hope that additional material relating to the 
Society can be found by contacting surviving members. The papers of the 
psychiatrist, William Sargant, were delivered to the Centre, and cataloguing of 
these start in October 1995. Other significant collections of personal individuals’ 
papers were received from the families of Air Marshal Sir Harold Whittingham, 
covering aspects of aviation medicine, Professor Andrew Wilkinson the eminent 


paediatrician, and, from the London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, 


the papers of Professor George Macdonald, Director of the Ross Institute. 


A number of general practitioners kindly sent records from their practices. 


During the year a working party has been looking into various aspects of the 
library, and one of the issues raised concerned reader usage and the reactions of 
users to the library services. A number of questionnaires were issued to new 
and old users, one of which was specifically designed for the CMAC reader. 
Questions covered remote access to the CMAC Guide; ease of use of the various 
finding aids and general comments on the service. It was pleasing to note the 
high level of satisfaction with the catalogues and favourable comments on the 
Centre, especially since pressure on the staff to maintain standards increased 
with the further rise in the numbers of readers and the amount of material that 
they are consulting. We have had 244 readers (an increase from 221 last year), 
and 2125 boxes were produced by stack staff. For the first time we have also 
noted the numbers of reader visits (as opposed to the numbers of readers), and 
this averaged c4 reader visits a day, with July recording the highest number of 
reader visits in the month at 115. This may not sound a great deal, but since we 
usually discuss the research projects with many of the readers, and production of 
archives is necessarily a slower process than production of books (partly for secu- 
rity reasons), the total represents considerable staff time. Neither does it take 
into account the time spent dealing with telephone, postal and the increasing 
number of e-mail enquiries. During the year we produced several more sources 
leaflets — handy introductory notes for readers around certain themes and high- 


lighting specific collections — which have been very helpful. 


Photographic orders experienced some deiays this year, and as a result we 
have had discussions with the Medical Photographic Library in the Wellcome 
Centre. Amendments have been made to our systems for managing them and 


we will continue to monitor orders. 


It may be of interest to point out that with the forthcoming 75th anniversary 
of the opening of the first birth control clinic in the British Empire, the Marie 
Stopes papers have had the highest number of readers, followed by the archives 
of the Medical Women’s Federation. The collections most heavily consulted 
were the records of the Eugenics Society and the papers of Melanie Klein. 


In spite of increasing numbers of readers it is good to report that sorting and 


cataloguing of the archives has made good progress with several large collections, 


which are already in demand by scholars, either listed or in hand. Of note was 
Isobel Hunter’s revised list of the papers of Thomas Lewis, and her nearly com- 
pleted list of the Chartered Society of Physiotherapy archives. The important 
and large collection of papers of the celebrated child psychologist, John Bowlby, 
were listed by Jennifer Smith. Jennifer has also catalogued several other 
collections including that of Charles Dent, the specialist in metabolic disorders, 
and her appointment as temporary archivist to concentrate on cataloguing these 
larger collections has been highly successful. We are delighted that she will 
remain with the Centre to catalogue the Sargant papers mentioned above, and 
then move on to sort and catalogue the Wellcome Archive relating to Sir Henry 
Wellcome and his collections that include records of the Museum and Library. 
We are investigating possible software for this cataloguing, with the advice of 
the Trust’s Information Systems Department. Jennifer will start this in February 


1996, with a renewed appointment for 2" years. 


The Centre continues to survey archives and private collections: some, but by 
no means all, of these may eventually be deposited with us. Advice has been 
given to organizations including the Royal College of General Practitioners, the 
Association of Anaesthetists and the Royal College of Anaesthetists, the 
Homeopathic Research Trust and the British Association of Plastic Surgeons, 
and it is hoped that some of these bodies will employ archivists or work with the 
CMAC on identifying archives requiring preservation. We have continued to 
meet regularly with the Western Manuscripts Department and the Head of the 
Academic Unit, Professor W F Bynum, to undertake surveys of repositories in 
London to collect information on medical archives and manuscripts 1600-1945 
( See Surveys section). This has been very useful, not only for us in learning 
about unexpected holdings located in a wide range of libraries and institutions, 
but also assisting these organizations themselves by alerting them to the exis- 
tence of this material. We look forward to finalizing the London repository 


entries early in 1996. 


The Hospital Records Project, run jointly with the Public Record Office, has not 
moved forward as much as hoped, but it is now at a critical stage. It has been 
agreed that the data, currently held on SMART, will be moved to ACCESS by 
the Trust’s Information Systems (IS) Department, which is a major software 
improvement. Unfortunately, pressure of work, combined with the introduction 


of a priority system for work by the JS Department, has meant that no progress 


has been made. The PRO have assigned Richard Blake to oversee their end of 
the project and he has been working half-time since July, frequently in the 
Wellcome Institute, updating and undertaking valuable research for new entries. 
But until the new software and amendments are in place, further progress is sub- 
ject to serious delay. The importance of this database is recognized in the recent 
draft statement A National Archives Policy for the UK which has recommended 
that it should continue to be developed and maintained and that its existence 
should be more widely publicized. Much as we would like to publicize it, this 
step should only take place after updating the data and when access arrangements 
have been improved, as we would find it hard to cater for a large increase in the 


number of enquiries under present arrangements. 


It is pleasing to be able to report that several publications have appeared from 
the archivists. The 3rd edition of British Archives, now regarded as the standard 
reference work to archive resources in the UK, and jointly edited by Julia 
Sheppard, appeared in September and a launch party was held at the British 
Library in October 1995. The Facts of Life: the creation of sexual knowledge in 
Britain, 1650-1950, written by Lesley Hall with Professor Roy Porter appeared 
this year, and Lesley also gave a number of papers and published articles on 
women in medicine and on the history of sexology. Articles by the archivists on 


collections in the Centre have been published this year. 


Tracy Tillotson has continued to give the Centre invaluable secretarial support.

Dr C J Anderson: Contacted the CMAC at suggestion of David Cantor and 
offered his father’s diary covering his study of radiotherapy. His sons to deliver 
the diary when they were next over from New Zealand. 

Michael Balint and Enid Balint-Edmonds: CMAC have tried to discover if 
there are any surviving papers, but have not had any response from Robin 
Edmonds (Enid Balint-Edmonds’ husband). Dr Philip Hopkins (whose own 
papers are likely to come to the CMAC) is also making enquiries.

Nuclear Medicine Campaign: The Archivist at the Royal Free Hospital, 
Dr Lynne Amidon, was making enquiries about these archives. 

Bing Spear: CMAC are making enquiries about possible records relating to his 
work as Inspector of the Dangerous Drugs Branch Office, Home Office, 
following Spear’s death in August. 

Dr Milton Wainwright: Has offered the CMAC his collections of correspon- 
dence and tape recordings relating to streptomycin when he has finished his 


own work on it.

H E Shortt: Histology slides collected with papers from Shortt’s son were 
transferred to the Liverpool School of Tropical Medicine where it was felt they 
were more appropriately housed. 

Dr K M Tomlinson: Video of his interview on being a GP in the 1940s 
referred to Michael Clarke, Wellcome Trust. 


Fielding Hudson Garrison: Correspondence with Paul Hoeber, offered to the 
CMAC by Prof L Fine, UCL, after discussion was purchased by the Western 
Manuscripts Department of the Library. 


Closed 


Association of Anaesthetists: Duplicate minutes of the Association will not 
now be housed in the CMAC 


Sir Edward Abraham: CMAC had been contacted by his Secretary about the 
possibility of our housing his papers, but it subsequently emerged that there 
was a previous arrangement for them to go to the Bodleian Library. 

Dr Griffith Pugh: Had offered his manuscript of physiological research during 
Everest expedition, to the CMAC in 1979, but no reply from his widow after 
his death in 1995. 

Dr Jacob Schrager: Agreed that his experimental data be offered to the 
Biochemical Society or British Society of Gastroenterology, following discus- 


sions about them with Sir Christopher Booth. 


Dr Hugh Sinclair: His nutrition papers will go to the University of Reading. 
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FINDING AIDS 


Production of the new Guide to the Contemporary Medical Archives Centre 
has occupied our time with checking facts and figures. The Guide describes 
collections acquired up to the end of 1994 and was published by the 
Wellcome Trust in September. The process of production and design took 
longer than envisaged, but the result is a 4th edition with over 100 new 


collections included, with details of content, size and access arrangements. 


In spite of pressure on staff with the ever rising number of readers and 
enquiries, a healthy number of new catalogues have been produced. Several 
large collections have been tackled, and we are glad to see the impact on the 
backlog of cataloguing the larger collections made possible by the second 


year of Jennifer Smith’s employment in the CMAC. 


. Lesley Hall continued with the initial sort of the new accession of Medical 


Women’s Federation (SA/MWF) material, which is almost completed. As 
the material quadruples the existing MWF holdings and was in somewhat 
confused order, the task has proved quite time-consuming. However, the 
interim box list generated by this first stage of sorting has proved invaluable 


in making this important collection available to readers. 


The final revision of the list of the Pioneer Health Centre archives 
(SA/PHC), which includes papers of George Scott Williamson (GSW) and 
Innes Hope Pearse papers still hangs fire. Mary Langman, a member of the 
Centre and GSW’s former secretary, and Alan Pepper, of the Pioneer Health 
Centre Ltd, are assisting with identification of material and the elucidation of 
how to assign various groups within the list. It is hoped that the final version 
of the list is not too far in the future and that references can soon be assigned. 


At present material can be made available to researchers using the interim list. 


IDEALIST software has now been installed on Lesley Hall’s computer and 
she has begun to enter the information about the Parkes Weber papers 
(PP/FPW) from the existing handwritten index cards into this database. 
This looks like being the solution to the problem of this important and use- 


ful but hard to manage collection. 


Isobel Hunter has completed a major revision of the list of papers of Sir Thomas 
Lewis (PP/LEW), incorporating some additional material received from Lewis's 
biographer, Dr Hollman. The catalogues of papers of Dr Donald Hunter 


e) 


(PP/HUN) and of Hugh Trowell (PP/HCT) were also completed. Lists of 
smaller collections of the Medical Journalists Association (SA/MJA), Medical 
Research Club (SA/MRC), Dr Derek Richter (GC/I75), and two general prac- 
tice collections (GP/23 and GP/25) were completed . 


The Chartered Society of Physiotherapy (SA/CSP) is a substantial collection 
that needed some reorganization: this list is now nearly completed. A good 
start has been made on the papers of Walter Pagel (PP/PAG), which came to 
the Institute in 1983 after his death: these papers include some material relat- 
ing to his father, Julius Pagel (1851-1912). Also well underway is the list of 
research notes and other papers of Dr Henry Foy and Dr Athena Kondi from 
the Wellcome Trust Research Laboratories, Kenya. 


. The listing of Denis Burkitt’s papers (WT77/DPB) was delayed by the discovery 
that a large amount of material was still held by Burkitt’s widow. Shirley Dixon 
has produced an interim list of the material, which has now been added to our 
holdings, with a deposit of records of Burkitt’s MRC work on dietary fibre. A 
final listing is postponed pending investigation of further leads. 


Shirley Dixon made a start on the records of the Queen’s Nursing Institute 
(SA/QNI), listing most of the large number of minute books, including 
Council minutes and other volumes retained by the Institute, and sorting the 
scattered collection of files. Detailed listing of the latter and of the memorabilia 
roughly listed by Lesley Hall is now in progress. 


She has listed several small general collections (GC/I28, GC/160, GC/163, 
GC/171 and GC/I72), two small Tropicai Institute collections (WT7I/DON 
and WTI/EAT) and three general practice collections (GP/19, 20 and 21). 


She has updated the list of Professor Ivan de Burgh Daly’s papers (PP/DBD) 
to include new material received, and produced a box list of the further papers 


of Colonel H E Shortt (WTI/HES) collected from Shortt’s son this year. 


With Jennifer Smith, Shirley Dixon has started the initial sorting of two 
collections posing immediate problems: the papers of William Dunham 
(PP/WFD), which arrived in a chaotic condition, and the papers of the late 
Professor Alan Woodruff (PP/AWW), which had been left at the Library 
store pending Woodruff’s return from his post in the Sudan. Both were in 
need of initial sorting and weeding before they were placed in the CMAC 
stacks, and the delivery of Woodruff’ papers was delayed by the discovery 
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of asbestos fibres at the store and consequent precautions. However, inter- 


im box lists of both will soon be available. 


. Jennifer Smith completed the listing of the very large collection of John 
Bowlby’s papers (PP/BOW), including amalgamating further accessions 
and producing an index. She also listed two collections previously in seri- 
ous disarray, the archive of the Mental After Care Association (SA/MAC) 
and the papers of Robina Scott Addis (PP/ADD). Another large collection 
of papers listed and in the process of being boxed is that of Charles Enrique 
Dent (PP/CED), specialist in metabolic disorders. Two smaller collections, 
the papers of Robert Gwyn Macfarlane (PP/RGM) and memorabilia of Sir 
Anthony Alfred Bowlby (GC/I8/) were also listed. 


Besides the sorting of the Dunham and Woodruff papers noted above (4), 
Jennifer Smith has been compiling a box list of the archives of LEPRA, the 
Leprosy Relief Association, which the CMAC inherited from the Wellcome 
Tropical Institute. 


. An archive student, Rita Gibbs, sorted and listed the papers of Sir Edward 
Johnson Wayne (PP/EJW) and Sir Christopher Andrewes (GC/168). 


. After discussion with Peter Harper of the National Cataloguing Unit for 
the Archives of Contemporary Scientists it was agreed that they should take 
and catalogue the papers of John A V Bates (GC/179), neurophysiologist, 
consisting mainly of his notebooks, 1943-1971, and that these would then 
be returned to the CMAC. 


. Existing Sources Leaflets continued to be updated as new collections 
of relevance were acquired and catalogued. Further leaflets in this series 
were produced during the year: these included “Public Health’, ‘Sexually 
Transmitted Diseases’, ‘Alternative Medicine’ ‘Alcohol, Drugs, Tobacco’, 
‘Health Education/ Promotion’, “Eyes, Ears, Teeth, and Feet’, “South Asia’, 
‘Experimental Science’; “Audio tapes’; ‘Radiology, Radiotherapy and 
Radiobiology’ and ‘Malaria’ and ‘Disability’. 

. A brief description listing the various guides, catalogues and sources leaflets 
to the CMAC was produced and presented by Julia Sheppard at a general 
library staff meeting. This list is available in the library. 


The in-house listing manual was issued in looseleaf format so that it can be 


revised as points arise. 
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10. Discussions have taken place with Jeanette Lake for the Guide to the CMAC 
to be made available on the library’s WILDCAT computer system. A trial 
transfer of information raised several issues, and it is understood that some 
changes can only be made on a new library system that is currently being 
investigated. Nevertheless, we are clearly at the stage where we should be able 
to get outline Guide information to readers via WILDCAT during 1996, 


and to an even wider audience via this and the Internet .

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CONSERVATION AND REPROGRAPHY 
Conservation 


A budget of £10 000 was allocated to the CMAC from the Conservation 
Department's annual budget, to enable work to be undertaken by outside con- 
servators Graham Bignell and Elizabeth Neville; C E Gray; Anna Hornstein. 
Shirley Dixon continues to be responsible for supervising this and liaising with 


the conservators. 


The minute books of the Health Visitors’ Association (HVA) were in a very frag- 
ile condition, having been badly stored for some years before coming to the 
CMAC-. It had been hoped that a joint approach by the HVA and the CMAC to 
the National Preservation Fund could be made to obtain funding for work on 
these volumes, but the HVA was unfortunately unable to raise the necessary per- 
centage to allow a grant application. Repair and rebinding of the minutes of gen- 
eral meetings and the Executive Committee were paid for from our budget, since 
many of the volumes were in too poor a condition to be consulted by readers 
(SA/HVA/B. 1/1-10, B.2/1-18). Also repaired and rebound were the follow- 
ing: Research Defence Society Royal Commission reports (SA/RDS/H. 14/23); 
Sir W Arbuthnot Lane scrapbook (GC/I27/A.3). 


Following a report prepared by Barbara Luff of the Conservation Department on 
the photographic holdings within the CMAC, we employed Anna Wise, based in 
the Conservation Department, to concentrate on essential preservation and stor- 
age issues as a first stage in treating some of the more fragile photographs that are 
particularly at risk. Some of the large collection of photograph albums of Sir 
Albert Cook (PP/COO/K. I-11) were cleaned, pages interleaved and some of the 
bindings repaired. Other albums were interleaved (WTI/DPB/A. 1-3; GC/18/2) 
and mounted photographs from several collections were cleaned or the photo- 
graphs removed from their acid mounts. Customized packaging was produced 


for many of these items and other photographs of non-standard size. 


The Physiological Society financed repairs by Shepherds Bookbinders to several 
volumes and items in their archives (SA/PHY/B. 1/6—9, B.1/11—13; C.1/10, 
C. 1/1236; F.1/1/2-3; F.1/2/5). 


The Foy and Kondi material, which arrived crated from Kenya, was sent to the 
Insect Eradication Service at Surrey Record Office, courtesy of the Institute’s 


Conservation Department. 
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Reprography 


Isobel Hunter continues to be responsible for issues relating to reprography, as 


well as audiovisual materials. 


Following delays with photocopying being undertaken by the Trust’s central 
office services department, Andrew Melvin was appointed to handle all the 
photocopying orders for the Library. This has been far more efficient and, 
despite an increased demand for photocopying, the service has been much 
improved. Tracy Tillotson now undertakes the checking and stamping of pho- 


tocopies. 


Isobel Hunter attended a meeting with Robin Price, Nigel Allan and the 
Wellcome Centre’s Medical Photographic Library to discuss improvements in 
the system of ordering photographic copies. The procedure for collection and 
delivery of material has now been altered slightly and it is hoped that the delays 
with the supply of photographic copies will be minimized as the CMAC moni- 


tors orders. 


Michael Clark, Audiovisual Resources Manager in the Wellcome Centre, has 
hitherto kindly arranged the copying of reel to reel cassette tapes, but the 
CMAC will now undertake this itself. Dr Clark has agreed to continue to assist 


in the initial viewing and subsequent transfer of films to video. 


The appointment of Mike Gunn to the Institute to undertake microfilming has 
meant that the backlog of orders has been processed. He has started filming the 
press cuttings albums of the Voluntary Euthansia Society. Since, in future, his 
work will be charged to the Institute, it appears that essential security copying, 
or copying prior to conservation work, may need to come out of our conserva- 


tion budget.

READERSHIP AND COLLECTION USE 


A total of 244 readers, excluding Institute staff, used material from the 
CMAC collections (including RAMC and Wellcome Archives) during the 
period 1 October 1994 — 30 September 1995. This compared with 221 
readers for the same period the previous year. Of the total, 183 readers used 
CMAC, seven used WI/HSW collections, and 72 used RAMC (20 used 
items from both CMAC and RAMC). 


During the period the CMAC closed for stack checking for one week 
14-18 August. 


This year we have also noted the number of reader visits (as opposed to the 
number of readers). As with other statistics, this can be misleading, since 
some readers require littie help and order little, whereas others take up con- 
siderable staff time involving discussion of their work and guidance to the 


collections as well as the labour of producing quantities of material. 


There was a total of 869 reader visits during the year (c.four readers a day), 


with July being our busiest month with 115 readers visits.

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3. The production of material via the tunnel from Bentley House, undertaken 
by stack staff, increased dramatically on last year with ¢.2125 boxes (c.770 
of which were from the RAMC collection) compared with 1200 boxes the 
previous year. The separation of items from the boxes for production to the 
readers involved ¢.7000 items (c.1550 of which were RAMC), compared 
with c.6000 the previous year.

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SURVEYS 


A number of organizations were visited by the CMAC staff during the year to 
advise on their archives and/or holdings of private papers and in some cases 


reports were made for them. These bodies are included under ‘Visits’ section. 


Hospital Records Project 


Frustrations with using the SMART software database have continued, and 
during the year it was hoped that the Information Systems Department (ISD) 
of the Wellcome Trust would be able to transfer the data from SMART on to 
ACCESS. Unfortunately, pressure of work in this department has delayed 
progress, and we are still using the early SMART database with fundamental 
flaws that create problems with searches and printouts. Both the CMAC and 
the Public Record Office (PRO), who have jointly run this project since it 
started in 1985, are keen to see it brought up to date and made more easily and 
widely available. During the course of the year various members of staff of the 
PRO visited the Wellcome Institute and on 28 July a meeting was held with 
our ISD to discuss transfer of the data, when it was hoped that we would be 
able to have something to comment on in November. The Hospital Records 
Project has been given a priority within the Wellcome Institute’s information 
system requirements, and it is important that no further delays impede it at 
this stage, when the PRO have assigned substantial staff time to it again. 


The Project’s high profile in the archive world is shown by the fact that it is 
specifically mentioned in the newly published statement A National Archives 


Policy for the United Kingdom: 


‘The computerised register of hospital records established by the Public 
Record Office and the Contemporary Medical Archives Centre of 
the Wellcome Institute for the History of Medicine should continue 
to be developed and maintained and its existence should be more 


widely publicised.’ 


Alexandra Nicol, Head of Government Services Department at the PRO, is now 
responsible for their end of the project, and there is also input from David Leitch, 
Liaison Officer responsible for public records outside the PRO. Philip Clayton- 
Gore (Inspection and Documentation Officer, Government Services Department) 


and his colleague Justin Frost have also visited. Since July 1995, Richard Blake has

been assigned part-time to the Project as Hospital Records Project Officer at the 
PRO and has been visiting the CMAC at least once a week (at one point joined 
by a colleague, Clare Le Saffre) to check the data input during recent years and to 
research details for outstanding entries. It is intended that when the existing data 
has been updated as much as possible, entries will be sent out to all record offices 


with reminders to send new information about hospital holdings. 


We continue to receive requests for information and printouts from the database 
and on occasion have suggested that research is conducted by individuals them- 
selves if a lengthy search is involved. This involves the searcher using the computers 


in our offices, which is not always convenient.

Medical Archives and Manuscripts Survey (MAMS) 


This year we were determined to try to complete entries for the main outstand- 
ing London repositories and have made great advances in so doing. Meetings 
are held every six weeks or so with the Western Manuscripts Department and 
with Professor Bill Bynum, Head of the Academic Unit of the Wellcome 
Institute, to discuss issues arising from surveys and to plan forthcoming visits. 
Katie Beatty maintains the completed data, and hard copy print-outs are put in 
the Poynter Room of the Library for consultation. A leaflet describing the sur- 


vey was printed during the year and it was circulated to Friends of the 
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Wellcome Institute. The survey will also be publicised by the Library 


Association and archive bodies, and in relevant newsletters and journals. 


Once this work is completed (hopefully early in 1996) it is our intention to 
approach the Trust for funding for assistance with editorial work in order for a 


London volume to be published.

Research

Talks

Julia Sheppard gave an illustrated talk “Archives and Alchemy’ on 14 October 
in the lunchtime series organized by the Wellcome Centre for Medical Science 
for staff of the Trust. 


On 16 June she attended a day’s meeting at Annecy on the acquisition and con- 
sultation of medical archives, held under the auspices of the Institut Jeantet 
d'histoire de la médicine, Université de Genéve, and spoke about the English 
experience in this field and the work of the CMAC.

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STAFF 


Jennifer Smith’s post as temporary archivist has been extended thanks to the 
generosity of Mrs Sargant, who has donated a sum for the cataloguing of the 
papers of her late husband, William Sargant. Jennifer starts work on this collec- 
tion in October 1995 and will have completed it by the end of January 1996. 


A formal request to the Wellcome Library Panel for her to then start work on the 
sorting and cataloguing of the large amount of archival material relating to 
Sir Henry Wellcome and his collections (Museum, Library and his other research 
interests) was approved by the Panel. It has been estimated that this will take 2", 
years and it is intended that the catalogue should be available to a wide audience, 
including the Science Museum, which needs access to the Museum side of the 
material. For this reason we are exploring various automated systems and if a 
system is not set up when work starts, we will ensure that the data will be struc- 


tured in such a way that it can be transferred at a later date. 


Staff training was undertaken by all. The major event was the move from 
Word Perfect to Microsoft Word. New lists are being produced in Word but 
it has not proved feasible to convert existing lists from Word Perfect: this is 
only undertaken if any updating on the list is needed. Training was also taken 
in use of e-mail. Additional Professional Presentations training was given to 


Lesley Hall and Isobel Hunter. 
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OTHER 


. The Institute's Exhibition Officer, Ken Arnold, used items from several 
collections (RAMC, Hutchinson (PP/JRH), Hunter (PP/HUN), and 
Health Visitors Association (SA/HVA)) in the exhibition on AIDS and 
Syphilis ‘Fatal Attractions’ in the WIHM (from May 1995).

. A number of visits were made to look at computer software with a view to 
using it for the cataloguing of the Wellcome Archives by Jennifer Smith. It is 
intended that any software chosen should also be applicable for other CMAC 
cataloguing and for internal administration in the CMAC. Visits during the 
year have included the London School of Economics (CAIRS IMS) and the 
Natural History Museum (IDEALIST). ACCESS and IDEALIST are sup- 
ported by the Trust’s IS Department and have been discussed with them. 


. Jennifer Smith has been invited to write a centenary history of the Health 


Visitors’ Association for its anniversary in 1996. 


Shirley Dixon has been responsible for devising and supervising a scheme of 
re-spacing the shelving in the stacks in order to gain more storage space for 


the archive boxes. 
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
